The rain, which began the morn- 
ing with a slow drizzle and increased 
to a steady downpour as the day ad- 
vanced, prevented hounds being tak- 
en out at all last Saturday. 

On Monday, February 21, hounds 
met at Mountville and the excellent 
weather conditions brought out quite 
a sizable field. Moving off at eleven, 
hounds started a fox on Jim Fergu- 
son’s place shortly after and a fast 
run of about fifteen minutes ensued 
until the fox was accounted for in 
denning on Dr. Neill’s. 

Drawing through the Bowes place, 
they gave tongue again and were 
away on a chase that was not through 
until nearly four o’clock in the after- 
Hounds ran towards Philo- 
mont and then headed for Unison 
which they circled. The going was 
deep and horses felt it as they jump- 
ed the big new chicken coops that 
have recently been put up by the 
Piedmont Hunt all through this sec- 
tion of the country. At Unison hounds 
ran to the west of Mr. and Mrs. Tom 
Davis’ place and then turned North 
west and headed for the mountains. 
They carried on right through the 


noon. 


Piedmont country past the Pied- 
mont Kennels, to the _ Irving 
Beavers place and carrying a 


good scent went to Moore’s Mill. This 
is near the foot of the mountains and 
there were very few of the field left. 
From here the panelling ceased and 
riders were forced to keep on along 
the roads as best they could. When 


hounds finally hit the big mountain 
slopes, the Master’s horse was 


through, having tried gamely to keep 
on practically on his knees, the hunts- 
man and whips through and 
there were but four people who strug- 
gled on up the steep mountafhside, 
with hounds far ahead.

Finally at the top, they found hounds 
had gone over the other side into 
Clarke County and there facing the 
four was a big American wire 
fence. They were about a mile South 
of Bluemont on the top of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains having run all the 
way through a good part of the Mid- 
dleburg Country, the Piedmont Coun- 
try and into the Blue Ridge Country 
over the mountain and still the fox 
went on. Mr. Pickett said it was 
“Brutal”. Mr. White said the whip 
only got his horse there, as his heels 
were too tired. Knowing Mr. White, 
it was more than either whip or heels. 
Mrs. Perkins, the only woman up, is 
certainly to be congratulated after 
finishing this day which is almost 
without precedent in hunting annals 
in this country. 

M. F. H. Dan Sands took hounds 
out for a bye day on Tuesday, meet- 
ing at Belray Gate at eleven. Though 
the weather looked hopeful at first,

the wind soon got up and hounds 
were unable to do much. Moving off 
across Belray farm and onto Oliver 
Islin’s, a fox was started and a short 
run followed, but hounds could not 
keep the line against the wind and 
nothing further was done.

With M. F. H. F*etcher Harper 
back in the saddle again from his re- 
cent trip to South Carolina, Orange 
County Hounds have been getting 
some really wonderful runs this week. 

Going out from the Kennels on 
Monday, hounds moved away to- 
wards Huntley, the old Skinker farm, 
where a fox was started and a run 
followed straight across Armstrong’s 
Mountain. From there the fox car- 
ried hounds and field into John Cock- 
rill’s and on through Mrs. Eddy 
Blackwell’s place. On to the far side 
of the mountain back to Joe Fletch- 
er’s, thence across the Fletcher farm 
and through Chetwood, hounds swung 
back again to Armstrong’s mountain, 
crossed it and entered Huntley once 
more, where the fox was finally put 
to earth, closing a splendid run of 
some duration. 


On Tuesday, Washington’s birth- 


day, hounds met at Zulla at 12 
o’clock. Moving off down the road 


towards Cromwell’s Run. Drawing 
the Hatcher farm, a fox was started 
in the big woods back of the Ellis 
house and led away across Rattle- 
snake Mountain and on to Raymond 
Guest’s farm. Going from there to 
the Lake place, the fox swung left 
handed and went back to Hatcher’s 
where he went in, ending a short, 
fast run. 

Continuing on from there, another 
fox was started before hounds had 
finished drawing Hatcher’s. This one 
ran to the Woodward place, across 
back of Phipps’ brick house, then on 
to the Smarr place where he turned 
right and crossed the Rumsey farm. 
Turing right from there, hounds fol- 
lowed across into Winston Guests 
farm, then swung back again to Hat- 
cher’s where the fox went to earth. 

A third fox was started on the 
Wolf land in the woods, near the Pen 
Kincheloe house and they were off 
again. Carrying hounds and field at 
a fast clip across the big fences on 
the Rumsey place, the fox swung 
back through the Hatcher place, then 
turned right and went through Mr. 
Phillips’. On from there to the Smarr 
place, then back again through Rum- 
sey’s, where horses were beginning to 
the strain, the run continued 
on to Mr. Sharp’s Fox View Farm. 
Hounds swung left at this point and 
made for the sand and clay road, 
where a loss was made. By this time 
it was so late, and hounds, horses 
and riders were all ready to call it a 
day. 

Hunting with Orange County this 
week were the Charles Harrisons, the 
Robert Youngs, Mrs. James McMann, 
the Delancey Nicolls ,the Oliver Fil- 
leys, Miss Julia Whiting, Mrs. Stev- 
ens Baird, Miss Elizabeth Turner, J.

EOE I 
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DANGEROUS WEATHER 





By Rachel Lloyd 

The last week has been so warm 
that it is very hard to realize that we 
may still have hard frosts and snow. 
The snow is not so bad, as it is a very 
good mulch, but hard frosts, and cut- 
ting winds, at this time of year scare 
me to death. 

So many of the buds have started 
to burst on the shrubs that, of course 
a frost would mean the end of any 
blossoms, but this is not the worst 
that can happen. It is the broad leaf- 
ed evergreens, and particularly box, 
that must be watched. The sun is al- 
ready very hot and with a sharp cold 
wind blowing, your bushes can be- 
come scalded in no time. There is 
not enough available moisture in the 
ground to counteract the moisture 
which the sun and rain will evapor- 
ate. Also this unnatural warm wea- 
ther has lessened the resistance of 
such plants against frost. Therefore, 
it is well at this time ,to put up a 
temporary protection around your 
valuable bushes. Burlap fastened to 
stakes, evergreen boughs or old corn- 
stalks will all answer the purpose, as 
they will only need to be used until 
April. 

I do not believe in covering box up 
in October every year, and leaving it 
that way until Spring. If you have 
to spend the winter looking out on 
great crates with things flopping in 
the wind, then what is the use in hav- 
ing evergreens? When people speak 
of winter killed box I am convinced 
that it is mostly sun and wind scald 
which I have just mentioned. Of 
course, in the case of tree box, wind 
and ice will break branches, as it did 
on my most favorite tree last year, 
but the risk of molly-coddling the 
bushes and making them weak 
against cold is just as bad as the risk 
of such disasters. 





In talking to Mrs. John Anderson, 
who lives near Marshall, the other 
day, she remarked that plenty of air 
and partial shade, such as the sur- 
rounding oaks gave, was her winter 
remedy, and I have never seen such 
healthy looking box. I might add, 
however, that the first year box bush- 
es have been transplanted they un- 
doubtedly need protection until they 
develop their root system. 

All my bulbs are way above ground. 
The crocuses and snowdrops are al- 
ready in full bloom. I am not wor- 
ried about the daffodils, but tulips 
and hyacinths need to be protected, 
if the expected cold weather should 
arrive. They will need careful cov- 
ering over, with straw or _ leaves 
where they are 4 inches or more a- 
bove the ground. Be careful not to 
injure the buds already up while do- 
ing this. 

I read the other day in the maga- 
zine ‘‘Horticulture” a very interest- 
ing article on Petunias. It suggested 
sowing Petunia seed now, out-doors 
in the open border and leaving them 
to come up at will, treating them 
similarly to self-sown seed. I think 
the idea is worth trying. It certainly 
would save a lot of trouble and might 
even make stronger plants. It is a 
well known thing that many seeds re- 
quire a freezing temperature before 
germinating, so undoubtedly this is 
the principle upon which the above 
idea is based. It is a good idea in 
sowing Petunia seeds to mix them 
with a little fine sand, as they are so 
small. This results in a more even 


distribution of the seeds. Just scat- 


ter them along a narrow, well culti- 
vated bit of ground. They do not 
need covering with dirt, as pressing 
them firmly in the ground is enough. 
An easy way to do this is by laying a 
board along the top of the ruw and 
walking on it.

With a psychology about fences that 
has served him well vn his half cen- 
tury of hunting here, Louis Leith’s 
principle is ‘‘Through, over, even un- 
der, but get to the other side.’’

public. Social mentor, ‘‘guide, phil- 
osopher and friend,’’ numerous and 
varied were her assignments, many 
of which had no connection whatever 
with her switchboard activities.

She laughed and said go ahead and 
fix the list for her so that everybody 
would speak to everybody else and I 
did and she called me next day and 
said everything went off fine.’’

and sure enough he had forgot it, so 
I just ordered the cars and when he 
thought of it the cattle were half 
way to Jersey City.”’ 

When the C. & P. Company took 
over the local lines, Mrs. Yates was 
given a helper and a salary of $115 
per month. New lines were run and 
at times rights of way were had with 
difficulty in many cases. Mrs. Yates 
recalled this incident in illustration: 

“Mrs. Basil Hall was anxious to 
telegram to New York. I was calling 
it to the telegraph operator at The 
Plains and all of a sudden the line 
went dead. The wind was blowing 
hard, but I kept trying to get Joe 
(Moriarity) back to finish the tele- 
gram. Just then the stage driver 
came by and said that a landowner 
had cut the poles off that crossed his 
land. The Company put the wires 
back on the stubs and he cut them 
down again and then the Company 
got an injunction and kept him from 
cutting them again.’’
